" Serlous ‘rioting qwas precipitated 


|by agitators,at’ Jardine; Matheson 
and Co.'s ‘Whart yesterday morn-, 


ing, (says the Shanghai. Times of 
Tuly 2lst) the rioters forcing’ a 
number of éoolies who had returned 
to work to cease operations, 

Shortly after the workers start- 
ed removing cargo from a “godown 
on the wharf’ premises atrikory be- 
gan to. ‘gather; calling upon the’ 
workers to quit.and making threa- 
tening reniarks and gestures,. Tho 
ugliness of the, mob Increased and 
a rush was made upon the com- 
pradore of the, wharf, who to pro- 
tect himself, pretended he was about 
to draw a pistol on his attackers. 
This motion ‘served to check the 
crowd and the gang retreated out- 
side, the. premises.’ " 

The gates of the wharf 1 were im 
mediately closed and bolted. Loa- 
fers in the vicinity attracted by 
the commotion swelled the mob 
personnel to.about 300, Speeches 
weke made exciting the crowd’ to 
violence. jAfter much haranguing 
by agitators the gangsters decided 
to attack the wharf.
